Specter, 

Pa.’s longest-serving 
senator moved across 
aisle often in career 


Harrisburg, Va. 

For most of his 30 years as Pennsyl- 
vania’s longest-serving U.S. senator 
and prominent moderate in Con- 
gress, Arlen Specter was a Republi- 
can, though often at odds with the 
GOP leadership. 

He helped end the Supreme Court 
hopes of former federal appeals Judge 
Robert H. Bork, who was nominated 
by Ronald Reagan. Decades later, he 
was one of only three Republicans in 
Congress to vote for President Barack 
Obama’s stimulus. 

His breaks with his party were 
hardly a surprise: He had begun his 
political career as a Democrat and 
ended it as one, too. 

In between, he was at the heart 
of several major American political 
events. He rose to prominence in the 
1960s as an assistant counsel to the 
Warren Commission, developing the 
single-bullet theory in President John 
F. Kennedy’s assassination. He came 
to the Senate in the Reagan landslide 
of 1980 and was a key voice in the 
confirmation hearings of both Bork 
and Clarence Thomas. 

Specter died Sunday died at his 
home in Philadelphia from complica-

HPV Shot Not Linked to Having Sex 


Study: Vaccinated 
girls not more likely 
to be promiscuous 

Chicago 

Shots that protect against cervical 
cancer do not make girls promiscu- 
ous, according to the first study to 
compare medical records for vac- 
cinated and unvaccinated girls. 

The researchers didn’t ask girls 
about having sex but instead looked 
at “markers” of sexual activity after 
vaccination against the sexually 


transmitted human papillomavirus, 
or HPV. Specifically, they exam- 
ined up to three years of records 
on whether girls had sought birth 
control advice; had tests for sexu- 
ally transmitted diseases or preg- 
nancy; or had become pregnant. 

Very few of the girls who got 
the shots at age 11 or 12 had done 
any of those by the time they were 
14 or 15. 

Moreover, the study found no 
difference in rates of those markers 
compared with unvaccinated girls. 

The study involved nearly 1,400 
girls enrolled in a Kaiser Perman- 


ente health plan in Atlanta. Results 
were to be published online Mon- 
day in Pediatrics. 

Whether vaccination has any 
influence on similar markers of 
sexual activity in older teens wasn’t 
examined in this study, but other 
research has suggested it doesn’t. 

The study is the first to use 
medical outcomes data to examine 
consequences of HPV vaccination, 
and the results are “comforting 
and reassuring,” said lead author 
Robert Bednarczyk, a researcher at 
Kaiser and Emory University. Both 
institutions paid for the study, (ap)

The Syrian regime was accused 
Sunday of dropping cluster bombs

The international Human Rights 
Watch cited amateur video and tes- 
timony from the front lines in mak- 
ing the allegation against the gov- 
ernment of President Bashar Assad.

A New Concern 

In its report on cluster bombs, the Human Rights Watch said Syrian activ- 
ists posted at least 18 videos from Oct. 9 to 12— including one from Tamanea, 
Syria, above— showing remnants of bombs in or near several towns, including 
the city of Homs, the northern cities of Idlib and Aleppo, the countryside in Lata- 
kia and the eastern Ghouta district near Damascus. Many were on a north-south 
highway that has been the scene of recent fighting. Cluster bombs are of con- 
cern because they scatter small bomblets over a wide area. Many of the bomb- 
lets do not immediately explode, posing a threat to civilians long afterward, (ap) 


on overflights is part of Turkey’s 
increasingly assertive stance 
toward Syria that has stirred con- 
cerns about a regional conflagra- 
tion. In the past two weeks, Turkey 
has retaliated for stray Syrian shells 
and mortar rounds and — accord- 
ing to a Turkish newspaper Sun- 
day — sent more warships to naval 
bases north of the Syrian coastline.

Transit planners designing a future 
Purple Line say they have found a 
way to link a popular recreational 
trail with a tunnel beneath Wiscon- 
sin Avenue, overcoming a design 
hurdle for a light-rail station in 
downtown Bethesda. 

A new sidewalk, 5 to 7 feet wide, 
would connect the Capital Crescent 
Trail to a station that would be built 
inside the tunnel that cyclists and 
runners use today to cross under 
busy Wisconsin Avenue, state tran- 
sit officials said last week. Trail 
users would have to walk through 
the station and across the platform 
between the two train tracks, plan- 
ners told the Montgomery County 
Council’s transportation commit- 
tee during a briefing. 

Those who wanted to continue 
running or riding their bikes could 


avoid the station by using a new 
path that would require crossing 
Wisconsin at a traffic light. The 
Capital Crescent Trail runs east 
and west of the Bethesda Row 
shopping and restaurant district. 


Still Disputed 

Ajay Bhatt, president of Friends 
of the Capital Crescent Trail, 
said he appreciated efforts to 
maintain a safe passage beneath 
busy Wisconsin but said a side- 
walk would do little to offset 
the damage that a light-rail line 
would do. “It’s 20 acres of park 
inside the Beltway,” Bhatt said of 
the trail. “You can’t replace that. 
... It will no longer be a park. It 
will be a bike path." (twp) 


The idea drew praise from coun- 
cil members, who had rejected 
state plans to rebuild the 12-foot- 
wide trail through the tunnel in 
a concrete box structure above 
the trains’ overhead power lines. 
Doing so would have cost an esti- 
mated $50.9 million and entailed 


complex construction that would 
be risky for people in the two office 
buildings above the tunnel, plan- 
ners said. 

Council President Roger Berlin- 
er, D-Potomac-Bethesda, thanked 
Michael Madden, the Maryland 
Transit Administration’s manag- 
er on the Purple Line project, for 
finding a less expensive way to 
maintain trail access to the tunnel. 

“This is a big deal,” Berliner 
said. 

“This is terrific,” councilwoman 
Nancy Floreen, D-at large, said. 

A Bethesda station would be 
one of the busiest on the 16 -mile 
transitway being planned between 
Bethesda and New Carrollton, Md. 
It also would be a major transfer 
point for passengers connecting 
between a street-level Purple Line 
and Metrorail’s Red Line. 

State officials have said they 
plan to start construction in 2015 
and open the line in 2020, but the 
$1.93 billion project has no con-

Murders Fall, But Justice Elusive 


Review of homicides 
in D.C. in past 11 years 
shows 43% unsolved 

Washington 

Despite a stunning drop in homi- 
cides in the District — from a peak 
of 482 in 1991 to 108 last year — 
murder remains a stubborn crime 
to solve and prosecute in the 
nation’s capital. 

A Washington Post review of 
nearly 2,300 slayings in the city 
between 2000 and 2011 found that 
less than a third have led to a con- 
viction for murder or manslaugh- 
ter, although the numbers have 


improved in the past few years. 
More than 1,000 cases remain 
unsolved. 

In a 15 -month study. The Post 
individually tracked every homicide 
in the District between 2000 and 
2011 to learn what ultimately hap- 
pened to each ensuing case. Such 
studies, known as longitudinal, 
are not generally produced by law 
enforcement, because they are con- 
sidered to be too time-consuming. 

The study found that out of 
2,294 homicides in the period, 30 
percent have led to a conviction for 
murder or manslaughter, accord- 
ing to the analysis of police and 
court records. 

U.S. Attorney Ronald C. Machen 



said the Post study is “not neces- 
sarily a reflection” of how well his 
office is prosecuting homicides. 

“What you’re really measur- 
ing in my view is, OK, a person is 
killed on the street: What is the 


likelihood that person would get 
convicted at the end of the day? 
That’s different than conviction 
rate,” he said. “What you’re mea- 
suring, to me, is more a reflec- 
tion of, is the community coming 
forward and giving you enough 
information to make an arrest? If 
you never have enough informa- 
tion to even arrest somebody, you 
can’t hold them accountable for 
those murders.” cheryl w.

D.C. to Spend $30M on 
Playground Renovations 

The District of Columbia is going 
to spend $30 million renovating 
playgrounds throughout the city. 
Mayor Vincent Gray’s office said that 
the renovations announced Friday 
will be the largest playground recon- 
struction in the city’s history.

Many Web 
retailers offer free shipping if you 
buy in bulk. She recommends Wine- 
searcher.com and Snooth.com — 
the sites often offer free shipping. 

Consider Wine Clubs 

Kostrzewa doesn’t caution against 
wine clubs, which send bottles 
of wine to your doorstep each 
month. Wineries have their own 
wine clubs, and there are inde- 
pendent clubs such as “Wine of 
the Month.” But you’re paying for 
convenience: You could often find

Once upon a time, fairy tales were not as 
nice as they are now. 

Mother and Daddy dear — not an 
evil stepmom — take 
Hansel and Gretel out 
in the woods and leave 
them to starve. Little 
Red Riding Hood does 
a striptease for the Big 
Bad Wolf Cinderella’s 
stepsisters cut off parts 
of their feet to force the mangled stumps 
into the glass slipper. 

Ah, childhood. Ah, the Brothers 
Grimm. 

It has been 200 years since the Ger- 
man folklorists published their landmark 
first volume of “Children’s Stories and 
Household Tales,” and it becomes clear 
in scholar Maria Tatar’s “The Annotated 
Brothers Grimm” ($35, W. W. Norton & 
Company) out this week, that modern tell- 
ings of fairy tales have gone soft. 

Tatar, a veteran editor of fairy-tale 
collections, has chosen 52 of the 210 sto- 
ries included in l857’s seventh and final 
edition of the “Tales” for this beautifully 
illustrated edition. In it, she relates that 

(a) there aren’t many fairies in fairy tales, 

(b) the once-upon-a-time genre is as old 
as “humans forming sentences” and (c) 
these were not originally understood to 
be stories for the tykes at tuck-in time. 

“These were stories told around the 
fireside among adults and multigen- 
erational audiences,” Tatar says. In an 
essay in the book, she adds that the plots 
are “fraught with merciless aggression, 
vicious brutality, and deadly hostility.”

There is no definitive version of any 
of these stories, as they stem from oral 
traditions the world over. 

Jacob and Wilhelm Grimm were still 
in their late 20s when they published the 
first volume of “Tales,” in 1812. The tales 
could be bawdy (such as the French “Lit- 
tle Red Riding Hood,” where she’s a pole 
dancer) or horrifying (such as “How Chil- 
dren Played Butcher With Each Other”). 

This one-pager, included in this bicen- 
tennial edition, tells how one sibling cuts 
his brother’s throat with a knife as if he 
were a pig at the butcher shop. 

As the books gained popularity, the 
brothers were alarmed when they learned 
that parents were reading them to chil- 
dren, and they put out an abridged edi- 
tion, just for children, of 50 stories. 

And over the course of six more edi- 
tions and 40 years, they further rewrote 
the sex out of the stories, polished the 
prose and made the once-oral tales into 
increasingly longer, literary flourishes of 
adventure, magic, cruelty and heroism. 

By the dawn of the 20th century, the 
stories were hugely popular. “It’s really 
the beginning of children’s imaginative 
literature,” Tatar says. The kind of book 
you might find in the Hogwarts library.

As producers are known to do Jay 
Joyce called Jakob Dylan to discuss 
plans before they were scheduled 
to start recording the Wallflowers’ 
first album in seven years. 

Joyce was surprised when Dylan 
said he really didn’t have anything. 

“We had a couple of songs, noth- 
ing but a bunch of stuff on a laptop 
that I said, ‘This might sound like 
this. This might sound like this,”’ 
Dylan says. 

So, for “Glad All Over,” the first 
Wallflowers album since 2005’s 
“Rebel, Sweetheart,” the Grammy 
winners tried something different. 
Dylan — who was no longer com- 
fortable with his lead songwriting 
role — took a step back and tried to 
blend into the band. 

In the past, he’d shown up at ses- 
sions with demos and strong feel- 
ings. This time, there were no demos 
or completed lyrics; just ideas the 
group — which includes longtime 
members Rami Jaffee on keyboard, 
Greg Richling on bass and guitar- 
ist Stuart Mathis with new drum- 
mer Jack Irons — took and ran with.

says, “lets the band get out and 
front, and I can find a way to fit in 
the opposite way.” 

What emerged is a writhing, 
rhythm-heavy album that has 
Joyce’s grimy fingerprints all over it. 

The rising Nashville producer 
also kept the band on track, wrap- 
ping recording in a month. His 
presence helped Dylan achieve his 
goal of having five guys in a room 
— and only five guys — working 
out the songs. 

“I wanted to keep it simple,” 
Dylan says. “After this many years 
of not doing this, if we were going 
to do it we just didn’t want it to be 
heavy. ... We just wanted to have

Album Review 

Ty Segall writes and records a lot. 
His website lists 24 different releas- 
es since 2008, not counting this 
latest salvo, his third full-length 
album of the year. 

Although it’s good fun to wan- 
der through those singles, EPs 
and albums — his thickly distort- 
ed space-glam-garage-spazz-rock 
slowly destroying your bearings 
— “Twins” distills the young San 
Franciscan’s inspiration and vision 
so (relatively) neatly that it may be 
the only Segall record you need.

The very best songs are brief 
rip-snorters (“You’re the Doctor”) 
or hip-shakers (“Who Are You”), 
but mastery of mid-tempo is what 
“Twins” is about. There is little of 
Segall’s hyperactive garage-rock 
past in world-weary charmers such

as “Gold on the Shore,” “There Is 
No Tomorrow,” the groggy Califor- 
nia-ode “The Ghost” and “The Hill” 
(where the acid-drenched spirit of 
John Lennon is clearly at work). 

Segall seems like he’s paused: 
poised on a career peak, survey- 
ing his splayed-and-spastic past 
and a future where his influences 
and interests roll up into something 
bigger and wider. 

Which way will he go? 

“Twins” isn’t so much an 
answer as an offer to climb 
in the back seat and find out.
